Bob, 

There are two distinct types of "transmitter efficiency." The first is 
the efficiency of the final PA stage itself. The "overall" transmitter 
efficiency is simply a measure of the total current drawn by the 
transceiver compared to the output power. The later is the 37% overall 
efficiency cited for the NW40. It includes all the current drawn by 
the rig, that is, the receiver, etc. during key down. Most QRP rigs 
have an overall efficiency of power usage in the 35-45% range, except 
those using digital frequency displays and other current consuming 

"add ons" that take extra power. 


PA efficiency is the current drawn by the final PA transistor compared 

to the output power. For a class C stage, this will be about 50% or 

a less. For the MFJ and NW rigs, you get 5W out with the rig 

drawing about 1 amp. 1A x 12V=12W. 5W/12W = 42%. However, that includes 
the current drawn by the receiver, which is about 100mA. So it is 


ESTIMATED the PA itself is drawing 900mA x 12V, and 5W/10.8W = 46%, or 
pretty close to the IDEAL 50% of a class C stage. The proper way to 
calculate true PA efficiency is to have an inline monitor to show the 
real rms collector or drain current vs. power out. Experience shows it 
will only be a couple % off from calculating it by substracting the 
receive current from the total.

Hi All, place the part with a pair of tweezers and then hold in place with a 
wooden Q Tip with the bud cut off (just the wooden stick), hold the part 
flat with the stick with one finger on top and hold and feed solder in same 
hand while holding soldering iron with other hand

FINALLY! Someone who mounts surface mounted components like xIx* do. 

I drop the SMC part on the board and scoot it into place with the end 

of a wooden Q-tip, then hold it down with said stick while soldering it 
in place. I usually put a bit of solder on ONE of the pads first so I 
need to just heat up the soldered pad and slide the part into place with 
the Q-tip stick. Then solder the other pad(s). The wooden stick has an 
amazing amount of friction to slide it around, align it straight and 
hold it down. 


I've even gotten fancy on real small parts by cutting a small "V" into 
the end of the wooden stick. By placing the "V" on the side of the part, 


you can skew it straight as well as scoot it along for perfect alignment. 
No tweezers ... but I do have a magnifying glass handy at all times!

All - I would have posted this to the list last night, but I installed a new 
e-mailer last night and by the time I got the rough edges off my daughter 
commandered the computer. 


Since Doug posted that I had suggested the 44 foot flat top length of the 
NorCal doublet I thought I would expand a bit on it. 


I first saw 44 feet suggested as a good length for a multiband antenna by 
Moxon in his book "HF Antennas for All Locations". It has the advantage of 
having the main lobes on all bands pointing in the same direction, and the 
impedance is possible to match on any band with reasonable tuner. 


For further information on 44 ft antenna patterns and load impedances on any 
bands see L. B. Cebik's web page: 


http://www. cebik.com/aledz.html 


There is lots of good antenna stuff there if you have not visisted the site 
before, and W4RNL keeps updating the site so there is lots of new stuff 
there as well. 


Cecil, W6RCA, who used to frequent this list, has perfected a technique for 
feeding and tuning an antenna using the feedline length. He has specifics 
for a 44 £t antenna on his web site. I don't know if this will work with the 
ribbon feedline or not, but for feedline made from 300 Ohm or 450 Ohm 
feedline see: 


http: //www.mindspring.com/~w6rca/rotdip.htm 


While the heavier feedline will not work well with the SD-20 support this 
technique will work for a permanent installation. 


If you don't need the higher bands you can make the antenna longer. 88 ft 
works well for 80 M , 40 M , and 20 M. 


You may ask why this length is an advantage over say a 40 M half wave dipole 


or a G5SRV. The reason is that on the higher bands the antenna pattern splits 
into several lobes and where the most gain is in one band may have anull in 
another band. At my location, if I orient the 40 M dipole so the main lobe 
is pointed at Europe, which is a good location for lots of DX, then on 15 M 
and above I will have a null in the direction of Europe. On the other hand I 
will have maximum gain to Greenland and the South Atlantic, neither of which 
are very populated by hams. The G5RV has similar problems, but as it is 
longer the lobes split on lower bands. 


By the way, the 44 ft NorCal doublet can also be used as a vertical on 80 M. 
Tie the ends of the feed line together and feed it against a good ground. 
This will be a slightly short monopole, but should load OK. Performance is 
quite dependant on the ground though. Elevated radials could be used. You 
can also use this technique on 40 M as well. Under some circumstances the 
performance might be better than if the doublet is used as a dipole. A good 
ground is still necessary, but it is not as critical as on 80 M as the 
radiation resistance is higher and the current maximum has moved a bit up 
from the ground, so the ground losses are reduced a bit.

Me too, except for a slight variation. I used the method posted a short 
while back where a technician responded to a service call, whipped out a 
bamboo skewer and a can of rosin paste flux, dipped the stick in the flux, 
touched it to the top of the SMT component to which it stuck, carried it to 
the board and held it there for soldering. After reading that post I 
exclaimed Eureka!, what an idea, and chastised my thick-headed self for not 
thinking of it. My difference is I used a common round toothpick but cut 
off one end a bit at an angle to provide a little more surface area for the 
flux and part. 


This was the best method I've ever used to apply SMT parts. Those things 
tiddly-wink all over the place with tweezers. 


I didn't save that earlier post and don't remember who sent it, but I offer 
my thanks for it.

Hi All: Someone mentioned a post of mine from a few weeks ago concerning SMD 
mounting. With all the problems I have been reading it is worth a repost. Its 
the best method of handling SMD I have ever tried. 

"A few years ago (before retirement) I was a dealer for a broadcast 
television equipment manufacturer from Japan. A sale of studio cameras to a 
local broadcast television station had a preamp problem and the company sent 
over a tech from Japan to do the modifications. It consisted of the 
replacement of some caps, resistors, and transistors, all SMD. He removed the 
boards from the cameras and unwrapped his bag of parts. Removal of the parts 
from the board was a simple snap with a pair of side cutters, leaving the two 
end caps soldered to the board. He then reached into his bag and held up the 
magic bamboo skewer. The same kind we all buy at the grocery store and use to 
make kabobs. Pointed at one and flat on the other end. As he heated the end 
caps a quick flick with the pointed end removed the end caps. Then he flipped 
over to the flat end, dipped it in solder flux, and pressed down on the 
replacement SMD part. Like magic the part clung to the end of the skewer and 
it was easy to position it on the board. By applying slight pressure on the 
skewer he was able to hold the part in place while he applied solder. That 
was the only "tool" outside of a low wattage iron he used. Needless to say, 
the next day, every one of our service techs had a package of bamboo skewers 
over his bench. And if you try it and don't like it, you can always make 
kabobs on the grill."

"for the norcal doublet, is the length of the feed line at all critical to 
being able to tune it on multiple bands?" 


The feed line length shouldn't matter too much. Some lengths may present 
better or worse loads for the antenna tuner to match, but most tuners should 
handle it on all bands. Cecil, W6ECA, has a scheme for matching using varyig 
lengths of feedline which may work for the ribbon feedline, but I really 
don't know enough about the properties of the ribbon line to recommend a 
particular configuration. Check out his web page for more information.

I'm building my 38 Special (yes, I know, I'm a little late :-) and although 
the board is completed, I ran into one uncertainty. Perhaps those of you 
familiar with NorCal's "38 Special" can give me some advice ... 


I have left one step undone ... the one where you must ground the outside of 
the cans of the two matched 12.000 MHz crystals. It says to connect them 
to "the nearest opening" (to ground), and to use a short bare wire to do so. 
I have plenty of trimmings left over, but I'm 

wondering ... 


(1) Exactly where on the crystal do I connect the trimming? 


(2) To where on the board does this short wire connect? It says to connect 
to a "nearby 

unused ground hole", but I know of no such holes. There are some unused 
holes nearby each of the xtals, but they do not pass the continuity test to 
ground. There are small square pads that do go to ground, and each end of 
each crystal partially (mostly) covers these pads. Perhaps this is the 
proper place to solder the trimming to ground? Tight space, but that would 
probably work. 


(3) Lastly, would it be better (or just as effective) if one can was 
grounded, and the other can was connected to the grounded can? (i.e., the 
tops of the two 12.000 MHz crystals connected by a short piece of trimming). 
Just wondering. 


Thanks, in advance, for any advice given. I want to get my "38 Special" 
finished up so I can dig into my k2!

I think that the pre-assembled surface mount PCB is *THE* most 


outstanding feature of the MFJ Cub. My reasons for liking the 
pre-assembled surface mount PCB construction are: 


1. It must be considerably less expensive to produce in quantity than a 
normal PCB with more than 100 individual parts. It makes parts 
shortages less likely too. 

2. It certainly reduces the opportunity for error during kit building. 
(I really pity the QRP kit manufacturers who have to deal with some of 
the bizarre construction failures that get returned to them.) 

3. It allows a much more compact PCB. 

4. It allows an excellent PCB ground plane, compared to the usual 
thru-the-hole PCB, and hence makes a design for the higher bands easier 
to accomplish (to my knowledge, no mono band rigs are *xcurrently* being 
marketed for 17m and 15m other than the MFI Cub). 

5. If the SM components are not reduced much smaller than that used by 
the MFJ Cub, then it is still possible for the hard-core kit modifiers 
to play around with the design. 

6. It eliminates hours of drudgery counting and organizing parts and 
stuffing them into PCB holes. (I've done a lot of constuction in the 
last 35 years, and built five qrp kits in the last 10 months. But I 
suspect, though this is mild heresy, that I am not the only one who 
finds little challenge or stimulation in simply stuffing parts in holes 
and soldering and clipping leads all day.) 

7. Most importantly, it allows one to get the unit on the air in the 
shortest possible time. 


I think the ideal QRP mono band rig would combine the features and 
stability of PIC-controlled direct digital synthesis (a la SWL's DSW 
series) with the significant use of surface mount "generic" components 
(al la the MFJ Cub series). 


All just my opinion, of course.

The balanced modulator 
was not getting "unbalanced" to allow the carrier signal to come through. 
I could ground one side of the BM input through a 2.2k resistor and note 
plenty of carrier on the scope, with attendant power out on CW. That 
defined the problem. 

There is a diode, D93, that is supposed to conduct and unbalance 
the BM. In CW mode, D93 had only .28 volts across it, not enough to make 
it conduct. An onboard pot, R241, controlled the bias to that diode. A 
simple adjustment of that pot fed more voltage to D93 and allowed the diode 
to conduct, upsetting the BM. Volia! CW out! 

I'm going to contact ICOM and get the correct procedure for 


adjusting that pot, although I think it is OK now.

I'd suggest a direct conversion receiver for extreme conditions, 
preferably with a VXO tuned by just a capacitor, as inductors drift 
much more than good air variables. 


Superhetroyne receivers require the BFO to track the filters accurately 
over temperature. Over a 50 degree temperature range, it is quite possible 
for on crystal to shift 50ppm, while another just 10ppm. At 10 MHz, this 
is a 400 Hz shift, more than enough to cause serious problems with a 

400 Hz wide CW filter and matching BFO. 


It should be possible to match crystals by measuring them at the hottest and 
coldest temperatures expected.

You didn't say what types of tubes you're looking for. Tell me what you 
need; I may have it here. I have a rather large collection of 1950s-style

I'm not sure I'd like 'rechargable' in there. But if you want... 


If the rig is operated a LOT, like every couple days, you might 
consider a ‘super cap', one of those 10F guys. They are HUGE 
capacity, but high impedance. You could parallel that in your 
circuit, with the lithium as a backup. Diode isolate the battery 
from the supercap and let the supercap charge and feed the 

back 99% of the time. 


The other issue is did you use the right Lithium? If it was from 
the manufacturer, it may be the right one, but from OLD stock. 

(I know, real bummer!) When I replace a lithium, I generally buy 

a 'generic' lithium rather than the specific, that way I usually get 
a fresh battery. 


I just had to replace the lithium in my Alinco DR-590 in my car. 
I went to RS and found about 6 batteries that were the same size. 
So I pulled out the battery book and checked which one had the 
LONGEST discharge rating. It was lower capacity but rated for 


<qrp- 


a longer time, and since I was taking a fraction of the rated 
current, I went for the time. 


I did the same thing on my HTX-202 HT. That battery failed I think 
about a year after I bought it. So I put in a '‘generic', and it's been 
there since without a hitch. 


The problem with a battery from a manufacturer is that they are 
generally bought in 'bulk' at the start of the manufacturing cycle, 
and unless the manufacturer has rolled through to replacement 

stock, you could get some really old batteries.

I and others on the list know how frustrating a problem with a rig can be. 
This frustration often leads to impatience. It is essential when asking for 
help on the list that you do two things. 


1. Always provide as much information as you can specific to the problem you 
are having. This includes the rig identity AND the results of YOUR first 
crack at tracking done the problem with what you did and the readings and 
findings you observed. Be very specific, even if all you have in test 


equipment is a DVM. We on the list are not clairvoyant. We are not looking 
at your rig and problem. Describe it properly so we can get a mental picture 
of the situation. If you don't do that, you greatly lower your chances of 
getting help. Uninforming questions get uninforming answers or no answers at 
all. 


2. Be patient despite your frustration! This is a hobby and we all have lives 
and other priorities in life and sometimes we won't read the list for a day 
and some are in digest mode and read a day behind. You should allow 48 hours 
for replies to a question. If you don't get any, blame not the list first, 
but your question. Many times I've seen questions that make no sense or 
contain no useful trouble shooting information. Refer to number one above. 


Frankly, I have never seen a well asked question for help go unanswered on 
this list. Also, keep in mind that despite the 3000 or so list members, 
technical help seems to come from only a handful of members that have busy 
lives. Give them a chance to help before you decide that QRP-L isn't helpful. 
And please, don't post whiny "nobody helped me and I'm taking my toys and 
leaving" messages. That's just childish!

Hi Bruce, 

I've seen some really FB amateur pictures of wristwatches (which also have a 
lot of fthe fine detail you want to capture in photos of circuit boards) 
that were accomplished with a very simple, inexpensive technique. 


Cut the bottom out of a translucent gallon milk jug. Put the bottomless 
milk jug over the object to be photographed. The milk jug is going to be 
the diffuser and will be used to reduce the hard shadows and provide more 
diffuse, even lighting of the subject. Now arrange your lighting (table 


lamps, spotlights, etc) around the outside of the milk jug to achieve the 
lighting effect you want. Put the lens in the top of the milk jug, preview 
on your digital camera, and snap your photo. Depending on the light source 
you use you may have to do some color correction in your computer photo 
editing program. 


I'm not much of a photographer anymore so I'd like to hear if it works for 
you. Good luck!

ultimate resonate speaker, an effective one can be built by simply 
pushing a 2" speaker to the bottom of a 10 oz plastic drinking 
tumbler. (speaker cone face down) 


The peak is a little high and a little broad, due to the tumber being 
a tad short and being a tappered cone, but gives a good 10 

dB boost over a normal wide range speaker. Rigs that can hardly drive 
a normal speaker, blast when the resonate tumber is connected. It's 
cheap, light weight, simple, takes 5 minutes to build and is very 
effective. Give it a try and it might inspire you to build a more 
sophisticated one!

Mac Steinmeyer, AF4PS will continue to lead us in a Manhattan style 
construction project this month. This project will build the equivalent of 
the NorCal SMK-1 only using through-lead components with the Manhattan 
construction style (pads glued to flat PCB, solder to the pads). Now, 
before the purists start complaining about turning a nice tiny SMT rig into 
a behemoth, we offer the following: 1) The components xarex mounted on the 
surface, and 2) This is a much simpler rig to introduce the beginner to 
Manhattan construction than the 2N2/40. 


At this time, I am not certain how many kits of parts Mac will have 
available. I do know that if you have reserved a kit with Mac and want a 
hand getting started, you should bring appropriate construction tools (iron, 
solder, superglue, etc.). For those of you who have not reserved a kit with 
Mac, perhaps he will have some extras, or be coaxed into doing another buy 
to organize more kits. I seem to recall Mac saying that the kit of parts 
will be in the $25 to $35 range, with very little left to scrounge for the 
end builder/user. 


"So, Steve", you say, "Enough of the shuck and jive... Where 
is the place?". An excellent question. The TARC clubhouse is 
located in Tampa Florida.

As I write this I am listening to the sweet sounds of a CW QSO on my now 
working SMK-1 # 179 Thanks to the good advice of Mike, W3IRZ, Lew, K5LEM, 
Jim, N5IB, James and several more. 


After completing my kit the XMTR worked great but I had no sidetone, TC1 TC 
2 had no affect and the only signals I heard were BC when I touched C11. 
Right away our experts told me to check the receive XTAL for oscillation by 
rigging a loop antenna and tuning to its frequency on a separate receiver . 

.I had no oscillation. Their advice was, if no oscillation check for 
bridges or bad connections at and around the XTAL and that cured the 
problems . . . . nothing but a bad solder joint. 


Thanks to all who helped. I did learn something about SMT components, bad 
solder connections are much harder to see with these parts. I only found 


mine by reheating several and most of them did not look all that bad. 


If you've never tried it, you ought to listen to your oscillating crystal of 
your SMK-1 on a separate receiver, it will surprise you when you hear it.

The Swedish key is a massive instrument, well suited to the European keying 
style but a delight for anyone to use. If you have ever used a "massy" key 
you will immediately recognize the smooth, "liquid" feel which results in 
almost effortless keying. 


Tension is provided by a single leaf or "torsion bar" spring at the front of 
the key, and controlled by the large round knob on the top. Contacts are at the 
rear of the key, and it is set up for either traditional "on-off" keying or 
"make-and-break" (in which the receiving circuit is opened when the 
transmitting ciruit is keyed). 


The key is mounted on a nicely finished dark hardwood (mahogany?) base which 
conceals a heavy weight under a brass plate. Pettersson's logo and a serial 
number are engraved on a plate at the front of the key. 


The base measures around 4" by 2" by 1-1/2" high. The overall length (from the 
rear of the base to the front of the knob) is 7-1/2" while the overall height 

(to the top of the adjusting knob) is 2-3/4." Total weight is 800g, or about 

an ounce under TWO POUNDS. 


Each key is supplied in its own wooden crate that says "Made in Sweden." 


Best news of all is the price-- at $189.95 the Original is considerably less 
expensive than the Japanese versions!
